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FORB.YORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  .Reporting  Service  is  the  Icfwa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  v^rhich  is  entrusted  with  the  r esponsihility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Tivision 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agricultin'e 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Icwa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultui'al  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States e 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norm.an  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  ITork  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  33  and  35. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  m.aterials  in  this  reports     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experim.ent  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  aeries.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lavfs , 
■'.'fithout  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
Yfould  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  WEBSTER  COUNTY 

I'Yebster  County,  as  first  established  in  January,  1853,  is  now  known,  as 
HaiTiilton  County.     In  July,  1853,  the  General  Assembly  passed  tvTO  acts  which  had 
a  bearing  on  this  county.     The  first  act  caused  the  name  of  Risley  County  (now 
Hainiltcn)  to  be  changed  to  Webster.     The  second  act,  which  took  effect  in  July, 
1855,  provided  for  the  union  of  Yell  and  Risley  counties  under  the  name  of 
Webster.     In  July^  1855,  the  south  half  of  Humboldt  County  was  added  to  Webster. 
The  coujity  was  named  after  Daniel  Yfebster,  the  famous  Massachusetts  lavryer .  The 
numerous  boundary  changes  were  m.ade  through  the  influence  of  the  proprietors  of 
Webster  City  and  Fort  Dodge  in  their  efforts  to  secure  the  county-seat, 

Henry  Lott  and  others  v:ent  into  the  Des  Moines  Valley  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Boone  River  in  1847.     Other  settlers  soon  followed  and  located  in  the  southern 
part  of  Webster  County  along  the  Des  Moines  River  and  its  tributaries,    A  formal 
organization  was  effected  at  an  election  held  in  August,  1853 «     In  that  same 
year  a  to^vn  was  platted  on  a  beautiful  prairie  beti/^een  the  Des  !'oines  and  Boone 
rivers.     This  place  became  the  county-seat  and  was  naimed  Homer, 

The  old  Fort  Dodge  was  abandoned  in  October,   1853.     Soon  aftenmrd  the  land 
was  offered  for  sale  and  bought  Idj  a  syndicate.     In  1854  the  tovm  of  Fort  Dodge 
was  laid  out  by  the  "Fort  Dodge  Land  Company",  a  post  office  was  established, 
and  in  1855  a  United  States  Land  Office  was  located  at  Fort  Dodge.    A  plan  was 
devised  by  citizens  of  Fort  Dodge  and  Newcastle  to  divide  the  county  and  make 
each  of  these  towns  the  county-seat  of  the  new  counties  thus  created.     An  elec- 
tion was  called  and  the  seat  of  government  was  changed  from  Homer  to  Fort  Dodge. 
The  legislature  of  1657  divided  the  large  county  of  Webster  and  established  the 
county  of  Hamilton  with  the  county-seat  at  Webster  City,  the  nevf  name  for  New- 
castle,    The  division  line  left  Hcmer  in  Hamilton  County  and  it  Y\ras  soon  reduced 
to  an  almost  deserted  village.     The  boundaries  of  Hamilton  were  made  identical 
with  the  original  county  of  Webster  and  the  present  county  of  Webster  contains 
none  of  the  territory  in  the  original  county  of  that  name. 

The  first  railroad  built  into  the  county  was  the  Iowa  Falls  and  Sioux  City 
Railroad  which  reached  Fort  Dodge  in    May,  1869,  l/ 

There  are  extensive  deposits  of  gypsum  in  this  county  and  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  hoaxes,  the  Cardiff  Giant,  had  its  inception  in  the  gypsum  beds  of 
Webster  County.  2/ 

Area 

The  area  of  ".'^'ebster  Counter  is  714  square  miles  3/,  or  456,960  acres.  Of 
this  number,  438,116  acres  are  farm  land,  4/    There  are  23  tovraships  in  the 
county  and  it  ranks  eleventh  in  point  of  size  in  the  State.

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Soils 

The  soils  of  Webster  County  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely^  drift^  terrace^  and  swamp  and  bottoin-land* 
The  drift  soils  cover  94,4  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Yfebster 
loanis-~68o  7;,  Carrington  loaTns--23  percent^  Uiami  silt  loam — 2,6  percent^  and 
Carringtcn  gravelly  loam--o,l  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  £b6  percent 
of  the  oounty  and  are  divided  into  'Vauhesha  loam--l«8  percent,  and  Hancock 
loam — >0.8  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  3,0  percent  of  the 
area  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams  —  2,1  percent,  peat — 0.8  percent j,  and 
muck' — 0,1  percent,  5/ 

Topography 

The  southern  part  of  Webster  County  is  remarkably  level;  Coon  I'lound,  a 
knoll  50  feet  high,  is  practically  the  only  elevation.     In  the  northwestern 
part  of  the  county  there  are  numerous  hills  and  ridges  apparently  formed  natu- 
rally or  by  the  weathering  of  the  drift  material.     There  are  two  groups  of 
these  hills  and  ridges.     One,   extending  east  and  west,  follows  the  northern 
county  line  through  Jackson  and  Deer  Creek  tovmships  across  the  river  into 
Badger  tovmship.     This  broken  region  averages  two  miiles  in  width  and  includes 
some  extensive  level  areas.     The  second  group  of  ridges  is  about  three  miles 
south  of  the  first  and  extends  across  Douglas  township  and  beyond  the  river 
into  Badger  township. 

The  Des  hoines  River  has  cut  through  the  drift  and  rock  material  to  a 
depth  of  150  to  200  feet.     The  alluvial  bottom-lands  are  seldom  more  than 
300  yards  wide  and  the  widest  point  occurs  at  the  junction  of  the  Boone  River, 
where  the  bottoms  are  a  mile  wide.     The  tributaries  of  the  Des  Moines  River 
generally  rise  in  sloughs  and  follow  the  natural  depressions  in  the  surface 
soil;  consequently  they  have  not  materially  altered  the  topography  of  the 
county.     iTear  the  river  these  creeks  have  cut  the  underlying  material  and 
have  vrell  defined  courses  from  10  to  60  feet  deep. 

The  Des  iioines  River  crosses  the  counter  diagonally  from  northwest  to 
southeast  and  effects  practically  all  the  drainage.     Sloughs  and  ponds  are 
comanon  throughout  the  county,  but  most  of  them  have  been  artificially  drained,  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years   (1930-1939)  was  44,8  degrees »  ?/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  79  years  (1851-1930)  was  31,91  inches,  and~the 
growing  season  averaged  150  days  between t he  killing  frost  dates  of  Ifay  5 
and  October  2  recorded  from  1900  to  1930,  O/

Population 


The  first  census  of  this  cotmty  was  taken  in  1852  while  it  vms  under  the 
name  of  Yell  County.     The  population  then  was  243.     It  has  had  a  strong  and 
steady  growth  and  in  1930  there  were  57  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared 
V'.dth  the  State  density  of  44,     The  following  table  shews  the  number  of  inhabit- 
ance  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  15,152,  or  37,4  percent  of  the  total  population  of  the 
coLinty.     Of  this  number,  those  of  Swedish  descent  led  with  4,005,  the  Germans 
came  next  with  2,926  ,  the  MonTOgians  had  1.922,  and  the  Irish  had  1,571, 
Other  nationalities  had  smaller  representations ^  14/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  23  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county' 
17  elevators  J  2  creameries,  2  petroleum  plants,  1  milk  depot,  and  1  overhead 
organization. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  3,244  members,  of  which  2,837  vrere  active,  and  6,533 
persons  did  business  with  the  23  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $2,166,355  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
.1,]378,076  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Pur'^-hasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  raembers  and  patrons.  15/

Fruit 

The  big  year  for  apples  was  1909,  vmen  48,248  trees  and  40^648  bushels  were 
listed.     In  1934  there  were  only  13_,060  trees  and  7,941  bushels  reported.  In 
1894^  the  record  year  for  plums,  12,645  trees  and  1^570  bushels  vrere  recorded. 
The  greatest  nimber  of  cherry  trees  v/as  3,675  in  1909^  but  the  greatest  produc- 
tion vras  631  bushels  in  1934.     There  were  11,605  grape  vines  in  1894  and  42^442 
pounds  of  grapes  in  1934.     These  v-rere  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest 
production,  respectively.  16/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut  for 
fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  f  arm  vfhich 
includes  only  bhat  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  production,  the 
acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  ?.iultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing 
total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  surrimations  of 
individual  farm  productions  shovm  as  husked,,     This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actualljr  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years  „   separate  es tir.ations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  S-nave  assessors'   office  because  it  vfas 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toYmships.     The  tomiship  yields 
for  these  ■b.vo  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  town- 
ship with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure »     The  county  suiimiary  table 
figm-os  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shcira  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county* 

In  all  other  years  actual  tormship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
